Each Grounds of rejection 
to be reviewed on appeal must be identified and any new grounds of 
rejection must be provided under a separate heading "New Grounds of 
Rejection" in the Examiner's Answer and must include the approval of the 
TC Director or his/her designee.

Rev. 6, Sept 2007) for 
details. 

Specifically, the Examiner's Answer sets forth a rejection of claims 
1,2,3-7,24,25, and 26-30 as being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a); whereas 
the last Office action, including any mailed Advisory Action(s) finds that 
Claims 4 and 6 are cancelled and Claim 28 was cancelled in the Advisory 
Action filed November 13, 2008. Correction of all Grounds of rejection for 
all claims is required.
